Tre Nagasaki dispute between China and 
Japan bas st last been settled. The facts 
of the affair are briefly aafollow, On the 
night of tho 13th August, 1886, five Chinese 
mon-of- war's mon became intoricated in «a 
restaurant in Jgori-aiecho, ‘Nagasaki, and 
then began to behave in 4 violent manner, 
whereupon the Police were called, and after 
actraggle they arrested the offenders and 
conveyed them to the Police Station, Sbort- 
ly aftorwards about two hunéred of the pri- 
sonar’ comrades repaired to the station with 
the avowed object of resouing the prisoners, 
but finding the place closed snd atrougly 
guarded, they withdrew, Twodays Inter somo 
three hundred Chinese soamen wore landed, 
and it is stated they commenced rotaliation 
on the Japanese Police by sasanlting = con- 
stable on hia best. On the other side it was 
contended the Japanese were the aggroseors. 
Whatevor the origin, a meiée took. place and 
4 Japanese policeman was cat down, In 
the fight that folldwed (four Chitese 
were killed and thirty-one wounded, while 
tho Japanese lost two killed and about 
twenty wounded, Some of the wounded died 
subsequently. A lengthy investigation 
was afterwards held by Chinese and 
Japanese Commissioners aasisted by English 
barrielors, but without apparently coming to 
any definite conclusion, and the matter then 
became the bubject of nt gotia: ion between the 
Chineso Minister at Tokyo and tho Japaneze 
Government, by whom a settlement bas

Re-oxamined—L think my ship was heading 
about W.E. when she struck, This is only oon- 
jecture, The steam was coming from the, boiler, 
whioh I think had burst, ‘The bell in this ship 
had never been rung iv foggy weather, I never 
had ovcasion to use anything, nover had fog 
enough. A whistle is always beard the furthest 
off. When the ahip is under weigh and the woa- 
thar is foggy tho whistle is used. Tho manda- 
rin’s threat was made-the previous night when 
we stopped. He was sorious. onongh ‘whon ho} 
made it, I wouldnot allow hiw or any one else to 
interfere with mo in the management of theship. 

By the Conrt—When I saw the Nepaul sho 
was atarboarding ber helm. Sb appeared to bo 
going ten or twelve knots, The officer in chargé 
nf the deok had no certificate, I acted accord- 
ing. to the rales ofthe road. I gave no orders 
about ringing the ballin fog, Whon I first came 
on ‘deck I thought it was fair enough to start, 
but the weather became so thick afterwards that 
T thought it imprudent to do so. [had no rales 
about lights, but when under way I. carriod side 
and masthoad lights, I did not see the light- 
ship when I camo on deck. 

., J. Low, chisf officer of. tha Wan, Nien-ching, 
said—I. was asleep in my berth. I had only under- 
clothing on, 1 was awoke by the shock. Icameon 
deckatonos. Tlooked roundand sswthata ateawor 
had run into'us. I olimbed on board the other 
ship. 1gotonthe starboard bow. There was 
no one there when I got up. Tha chief offloor 
was tha iirat porson I kaw; he was coming from 
att. I asked hin ifhe was the Captain. He 
said “ No, the Qaptain is on the bridge with the 
pilot.” I went ou tho bridge and saw the Cap- 
tain and told him in roply fo his question that I 
was the mate of the Wan Nien-ching. He asked 
mo what water wo wara anshored in. I told bim 
four fathoms. I told him thera was ‘no danger 
in his bringing the Nopaul! alongsido the ship. 
T told him there were over two hundred lives on 
board. ‘Pho first boat was lowored from the Ve- 
paul about 20 minutes after 1 apoke to the Cap- 
tain. Whon I went on board the Wepaul the 
weather was hazy, but [ oould sea mile or two. 
Thad been on watoh from midnight until 4 ai. 
Daring that time tho woathor was modorately 
clear, 1 did not seo. the lightship daring the 
watah. A stuamer pasgod to tha westward of ug 
about 2a.m., sho was bound in and passad two 
ship's laurthy {rom us, 1 was not cettain but I 
thought it was the Ningpo steamer. ‘ 
Cross examined—I havo boon in- the Wan 
Nien-ching since June last. She was navigated. 
according to English rules, I have been in hor 
when she anchored on account of hazy weathor.

There are such things as fogs 
lying low on “the water, and absouring a ship's 
hull, but not her masts. I think @ bell oan 
heard better in cloar weather than in a, 
whistle oan be heard farther. 

By tha Asseszora—I£I wos in narrow water 
and enoouitered a fox bank, LK might possibly 
slow down and anchor, 44 thoy are very decep- 
tive. Thoy oomo on very quickly, aud are usally 
on tho surface of the water, but they oan hardly 
obscure a lieht 30 feat above the water. ? 

FE. Oshorno, master of the Tungsha lightsbip, 
said—I was on watch from 4 am, to 8 a.m, 
produce the journal of the ship and the fog horn 
apparatus report, ‘Tho strougth of spring flood 
tides is 3} knots, neap half flood sbont 24. The) 
flood tide lasts about 5 hours and is strongest in 
the 2ad and 8rd *onrs. If tho wind was W.N.W. 
jt would reduce the strangth of the tide by about 
aquarter of aknot.

By Mr. Wainowright—I see a good deal of for 
aronnd the'Tungsha lightship. Bomoe fog banks 
come on very quiokty and disappear in-the same 
manner, Sometimes s fog comes on suddenly, 
and in five minutes yoncan be out ofit. They 
are gonorally on the surface of the water, and 
they do uot-appear.to bevery high. If the wind 
was blowing toward me T could haar 9 abip’s bell 
nearly half a mile distant; A dell can be heard 
about two miles when there is no fog, I hive 
not made any. experiments as regards how far a 
dell con be hoard, : 

By Mr, Latham—A whistle can be heard about 
a mile anda batf. 

Mr. Deummund ssid this: was the case for the 
plaintiffs,

Captain D. J. Alderton, mastor of the P.& O. 
steamer Nepal, sgid—On the morning of thel9th 
Mr. Contes and myself consultad, and be said he 
did not think he could take the vessel in safety 
to Woosung on scoornt of the weathar, so I told 
him to run no undue risk bat toanahor: On the 
morning of the 20th the pilot said ha thought wa 
could go on, so [ assented.

speed as it was getting thick again. About. 
$6.96. [hoard a short sharp whistle a littl on 
the port bow, but saw nothing, I told the pilot 
there's. whistloon the port bow, and he said, 
in the samo briath, “Stap her, full-speed 
astern, bard-to-port.* T reposted the order and 
saw itoarried out.

There 
wass man atthe lead from tho time wo weighed 
anchor watil jthe collision ocourred, £ think 
my: Whistle could have boon: heard about 
a mile and 6 half. T ramained on tho bridge 
until eleven o’olock. Wo had 10 boats all pre 
pared for lowering. All the offlvars, except the 
chia! officer, were in the’ boats, including the 
doctor. Thore wore one hundred men ont of 
149 in the boats, hore is not an atom of trath 
in Mr, Low's statement that after he oame on 
the bridge of my ship be heard me giva the 
order to lower the boats. ‘The collision took 
pilav at 6.33 am., and it waa 8 or 10 minutos 
before the boats were got ont, The falls of the 
boats wore all frozen, and the weight of the 
dosta would hardly taks them into the water. 
At 7.20, sli the boats raturned fall of people. 
Tt was about twentv-fye minutes after the 
collision before the Wan-nien-ching went down, 
It is quite posaible I did osk. Mr. Low what 
water bo waa anchored in.
